SANTA MONICA, Calif. — A 
civil jury found O.J. Simpson 
liable Tuesday for the slashing 
deaths of his cx-wjfc and her 
friend. 

It was a moral victory for griev- 
ing relatives who felt the football 
great got away with murder. 

The jury ordered Simpson to 
pay S8.5 million in compensatory 
damages and will return 
Thursday to hear arguments on 
whether to award millions more 
in punitive damages. 

“Think God for some justice 
for Ron and Nicole," said Fred 
Goldman,' the aggrieved father 
who doggedly pursued Simpson 
to civil court after denouncing his 
acquittal. “This is all we ever 


As the verdict was read, 
Simpson remained seated and 
stoic, staring straight ahead. 

Across the counroom, a whoop 
df joy went up from the relatives 
of Nicole Brown-Simpson and 
Ronald Goldman. 

“Yes!” screamed sister Kim 
Goldman, in contrast to the way 
.she sobbed openly when Simpson 
was acquitted of_ murder 16 
months ago. 

“litis is justice!” Denise Brown, 
sister of Nicole Brown Simpson, 
said as she left court. 

Louis Brown, who sat stone still 
. as the verdict was announced, 
.stood and smiled afterward. “I 
want to get outside and scream."

Clinton: Improve schools, balance budget 

State of Union address poses challenges, offers conciliation

WASHINGTON — President Clinton, 
declaring that Americans “want us to be 
partners, not partisans," challenged 
Congress in his State of the Union address 
Tuesday night to give the nation’s schools a 
.big spending increase while balancing the 
budget by 2002. 

Recycling popular ideas from' his cam- 
paign^ Clinton identified education as the 
top priority of his second term and said 
Americans should have “the best education 
in the world.” He challenged communities- 
to measure their students. against national 
standards to lift achievement in math and 
sdcncc. 

The president’s proposals would boost 
education spending by 20 percent, to S51 
billion for fiscal 1998. The increase — 
including the cost of tax breaks for college 
— would total 40 percent by 2002. 

Two weeks after his second inauguration, 


the president lectured the Republican-led 
Congress to "complete the unfinished busi- 
ness of our country" — balancing the bud- 
get, enacting long-stalled campaign finance 
reform and reopening last year’s welfare 
law to restore benefits to legal immigrants. 

In a 60-minute speech, his tone was both 
conciliatory and challenging, calling for 
racial and political harmony but also pres- 
suring Congress for action. He was inter- 
rupted by applause 69 times. 

As Clinton stood before a joint session of 
Congress, ‘the nation’s attention was dis- 
_.tracted ,.by_news of a verdict in the O.J. 
Simpson civil trial. He completed his 
remarks just as the verdict was being read 
iii California. 

Education was the centerpiece of 
Clinton’s speech. Promising to use the bully 
pulpit of the presidency, Clinton said, “We 
can make American education, like America 
itself, the envy of the world." 

He said the government will pay for the 


development of national tests measuring 
fourth-grade reading and eighth-grade math . 
and will encourage every community to 
measure students by those standards. 

In calling for national education stan- 
dards, the president stopped short of saying 
the government would require students to 
be measured by the tests. That will be up to 
individual states and school districts — 
although Washington will pay for preparing 
the exams and administering them die 'first- 
rime, in the spring of 1999. 

“Raising standards will not be easy and 
some of our children will not be able to 
meet them at first,” the president said. **The - 
point is not to put our children down but to 
. lift them up; Good tests will show us who 
needs help, what changes in teaching to 
make and which schools to improve.” 
Balancing the budget by 20Q2 “requires 
only your vote and my signature," Clinton 
said, brushing over the wide gulf with 
Republicans over how to achieve that goal.

Groups now have until early July to 
turn in petitions with the Secretary of 
State’s office, and have no time limit for 


• Petitioners would need signatures 
from 6 percent of the registered voters 
in 22 of Idaho’s 44 counties. It’s now 
legal to get all signatures from a single 
county. 

- Groups would need to collect signa- 
tures from 6 percent of the registered 
voters in the previous general election. 
Groups now need to collect signatures 
from 10 percent of the voters who voted 
in the last gubernatorial election. - 
In 1996, initiatives needed 41335 sig- 
natures to make it on the ballot. Under

Vitamin D 
blocks cancer 
: in lab tests 

j. WASHINGTON- (AP) — 

'. ; Researchers searching for a pill to 
; -prevent cancer have found an 
exotic form of vitamin D that 
blocks formation of breast tumors 
in laboratory cell cultures. . 

Scientists at the University of 
Illinois, Chicago, synthesized a 
new form of vitamin D and found 
that it was able to protect mouse 
breast tissue from cancer-causing 
chemicals. 

Rajendra G. Mehta of the 
University of Illinois, Chicago, 
said some other forms of vitamin 
D have been shown to combat 
cancer, but only at doses that are 
toxic to cells. Vitamin D-5, the 
compound made by his lab, 
blocks cancer formation at high 
concentrations without damaging 
the cells. 

But Mehta cautioned that the 
research is still at an early stage. 

“The toxicity studies are very 
preliminary,” he said. “When we 
test it in the whole animals, it 
may turn out to be toxic. We don’t 
know yet.” 

Mehta said a standard lab 
test used to screen compounds 
for antircancer action showed 
that vitamin D-5 linked with 
cells in the culture and pre- 
vented' them from making 
changes that often lead to can- 
' 'j* cer. Cell cultures not protected 
P by D-5 did develop precancer 
V\ lesions when exposed to the 
chemicals, he said. -

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Cooperation eases rule changes 

Hello again. 

The big educational item at the mo- 
ment is the state Legislature’s review 4 
of the proposed rule changes recom- 
mended by the State Board of Educa- 
tion. Now is the time for interested 
parties to contribute. 

The Twin Falls School District 
Board, of Trustees does not oppose ' 
the changes ns proposed. As always 
with these matters, compromises 
have been struck with which some 
individuals will choose to differ. We. 
feel the state board did a yeomen’s 
work in its process of review, public 
hearings and review again. The- - 
thrust of the changes is to greatly re- 
duce the number of rules them- 
selves, while preserving a sensible 
balance between local control at the 
district level and appropriate over- . 
sight by the State Department of Ed- 
ucation. 

The spirit of the proposed revision 
is probably best captured in IDAPA 
08.02.01, which says: "The State 
Board of Education may grant a waiv- 
er of any rule not required by state or 
federal law to any school district upon 
written request." It promises an open 
car from the state. board relative to 
the nearly 400 rules that follow. As 
your elected representatives trying to 
fit our community’s desires into a 
—largely state-controlled budget and 
state-controlled set of rules, this pro- 
vides a much needed avenue of com- 
munication. More importantly, it sug- 
gests a spirit of cooperation between 
the state and local levels to address is- 
sues on a case merit basis. It is re- 
freshing to see the state board invite 
discussion where “one size fits all" 
doesn’t apply. 

Many other items are receiving 
Comment. Some are the elimination of 
required physical education and/or 
humanities classes, removing certifi- 
cation requirements for school nurses 
and librarians and adding two math 
and science credit requirements for 
graduation. 

Hopefully, as these issues are debat- 
ed by the state Legislature, thought- 
ful discussions will endorse these ef- 
fective ideas to more efficiently and 
thoroughly provide educational op- 
portunities for all ages and learning 
levels. I hope “turfing” by special in- 
terest groups won’t taint what has 
been a remarkably open-process thus 
far. Idaho’s people need sufficient uti- 
lization of our meager educational re-

This isn’t to say that a therapist such as 
Freud couldn’t shed some light on the 
matter, but calling upon a moral philoso- 
pher such as Aristotle would get us to the 
heart of the matter more directly. “We 
are what we repeatedly choose to do,” 
and “Moral excellence is habit,” Aristo- 
tle tells us, and Rodman by choice has • 
made a habit of losing his temper in very 
uncxcellent moral fashion. 

Or, rather than a moral philosopher, 
we might simply consider the no-non- 
sense, albeit arguable, sentiments of a 
contemporary gospel preacher, the Rev. 
Jesse Jackson, the latest high-profile ob- 

' server to comment publicly about Rod- 
man’s situation. After talking and pray- 
ing with Rodman in Los Angeles last 
Monday, Jackson described Rodman as a 
“basically good person with a bad tem- 
per." And after making it dear that he

We can, of course, vigorously disagree 
with Jackson in one important respect: 
Tile NBA’s imposition of a stiff suspen- 
sion and fine was more than justified, es- 
pecially given Rodman’s history. of mis- 
conduct. Indeed, a derisive majority of 
sports fans, including me, believe a re- 
maindcr-of-the-season suspension would 
have been warranted. Thus, insofar as 
the suspension-and-finc portion of his 
punishment is concerned, Rodman alone 
is responsible for the stripping of his dig- 
nity. 

But Jacksorf is right in another impor- 
tant respect: To the extent Rodman is a 
basically decent human being with a bad 
habit of losing his temper, he doesn’t dej 
. serve moindatory psychiatric counseling; 
He might, for instance, deserve at some 
future point to be kicked out of the NBA, 
but requiring psychiatric care not only 
impugns his dignity but robs him of his 
rights ns a human being. Why? Because 
Rodman’s character flaw is a matter of 
/morality and his punishment a matter of 
’ justice, but mandatory psychiatric coun- 
seling concerns neither morality nor jus- 
tice. 

The overarching concern regarding 
mandatory therapy is not whether it is 
just or moral but whether it cures or im- 
proves. And to treat Rodman os a patient 
is to tacitly remove him from the realm 
of justice, a sacred realm in which all of • 
us - including immature, selfish and dis- 
respectful sports stars - are to be respect- 
ed as free human beings endowed with 
certain basic rights.

“About 250 to 300 cubic feet 
per second for about two weeks 
would be handled," Nonce said. 

A flood control plan for the Big 
Wood River “is being worked on” 
with BLM and other agencies, he 
said. Diverting water about 10 miles 
northeast of Shoshone out onto the 
lava would be pan of the plan. 

“Some people like Bill Hagen 
and management of the Big 
Wood Canal Co. met with BLM 
today," Nance said Tuesday. 

“With the snowpack over 200 
percent, we have to be ready. It 
all depends on how the snow 
comes out,” he Said.

From here to Kiev: Russian cuisine makes mark

TWIN FALLS - The Metropolis 
Bakery Cafe, on Main street in down- 
town Twin Falls, turns into a Russian 
delicatessen -and cafe on ce a month _ 
when the Saint Petersburg Delicatessen 
i and Cafe from Salt Lake City sets up 
shop there. 

Metropolis owner Eric Ettesvold said, 
"Saint Petersburg Deli and Cafe brings 
- a van- filled with retail delicatessen 
items. They have a refrigerated display 
case and spread out their food on ban- 
quet tables in the back room. People 
come from all over the valley. Their 
prices are amazing. They have to be

low prices they 'charge. Before 
Christmas, I got three boxes of Belgian 
chocolates for under SIO!” 

Henry Yanovsky, who immigrated tp 
the United States from the Ukraine 
about 22 years ago, and Igcr Cheklin, 
who came to America from Moldovia 
about six years ago, started the deli- 
catessen and cafe in Salt Lake City four 
years ago to service the growing Russian 
community in urban Utah. They’ve 
found the demand for authentic Russian 
food so great they decided to “take the 
show on Ute road” a year ago. 

They started bringing their Russian 
food to the Metropolis for the benefit of 
the small but growing Russian commu : 
nity in the Magic Valley. 

But Russian transplants aren’t the 
only folks who enjoy good Russian food. 
Lifelong Magic Valley residents like to 
try new dishes and enjoy Russian cui- 
sine, too. Russian food has been a grow- 
ing part of American cookery since the 
United States obtained Alaska from 
Russia in 1867. . 

According to Yankovsky, 'Russian 
food differs from typical American cook- 
ery in that the Russian dish is hand- * 
made, piece by piece, right before it is 
eaten. It can be frozen, but loses a lot of 
flavor. Russian cookery uses a lot of 
cheese, cream and sauces. 

Sour cream is an example. The 
Russian has a special approach to sour 
cream. It is used in many ways; but is 
used to perfection in beef Srroganoff. In

When Yanovsky and Cheklin bring 
the cafe to the Metropolis they bring 
both bakery and delicatessen items. 
Russian bakery goods include such 
treats as Kalach - a braided bread, pros- 
fors — a bread blessed by a priest which 
is used to start a meal, kulich - a sweet 
bread filled with candied fruits and nuts 
and baked, tall with a rounded top to 
represent the dome of the Russia 
Church and pasha - a cheese and pream 
molded almond-flavored dessert that is 
shaped like a pyramid and often deco- 
rated with loners to represent “Christ is 
risen.” 

Some delicatessen items are hard to 
get in the states, but are familiar in the 
“old country.” They include Belgian

this world-famous dish, named after a 
merchant family in Saint Petersburg, 
Russia has combined the typical 
Russian sour cream sauce with beef sir- 
loin, mushrooms and onions.

combination has enchanted Americans 
for generations. 

Other Russian foods like holubtsi - a 
stuffed cabbage roll, varcnld, - a stuffed 
plum dumpling, chicken Kiev - batter- 


ies, sausages, cheeses, Russian dairy 
pro d ucts, pickled mackerel, pickled her- 
ring, smoked sausage, salmon and 
caviar. The purpose in bringing the deli- 
catessen items to the Metropolis is to 
supply the Magic Valiev resident with 
the ingredients necessary to make 
authentic Russian , 

Ettesvold said tbc Metropolis 
doesn't cook anything dif f e r e n t on the 
days Saint Petersburg is there; 
Rather, tbc cu stomers cat their meal 
at the Metropolis, then wander back 
to the delicatessen. Most come out 
with hard-to-find items tucked under 
their arms.

Q.. The shccl-vinyl flooring in 
our kitchen has some cuts in it-_ 
Can wc repair them or must we~ 
install new flooring? 

A. Sm^ll cuts in sheet vriivl 

inconspicuously with seam scal- 
er, a liquid normally used to 
fuse the edges of sections of 
flooring. Seam sealer, which is 
-squeezed into the cut from a 
small bottle, is sold by most 
vinyl-flooring dealers. Carefully 
: follow the directions that come 
.. with the product. 

More severe damage, such as 
■ large cuts, tears or burns; must 
be pat died. Patching requires a 
scrap of matching vinyl flooring. 

• Many homeowners save a few 
scraps of flooring for emergency 
repairs. If you havb no scrap, try 
to find a matching piece at a 
, flooring dealer. As a last resort, 
cut a section of flooring slightly 
larger than the damaged area 
from an inconspicuous place 
such as a closet floor or under a 
refrigerator or stove. Use this 
piece for the patch. 

Place the rough patch over the 
damaged area so it matches rite 
pattern of the floor. Tape the 
patch in this position with duct 
or other strong tape. Then, using 
a straight edge as a guide and a 
sharp utility knife, cur- through — 
both the rough patch and the 
underlying sheet vinyl at the 
. same time. The cuts, generally 
made to form a square or rectan- 
gle, should free the edges of the 
damaged area and simultane- 
. ously cut a finished patch jimt is 
exactly the same size and shape. 

Remove the tape and discard 
. the cut-off edges of the patch. 
•Pry out or lift out the damaged 
vinyl. Scrape the floor- under the 
. damaged area to remove any 
bumps, vacuum it clean, and fi U 
cracks or dents with spackling 
compound. Carefully work, some 
— ytnyl-flooring adhesjvc under 
the edges of the flooring where 
the damaged piece .was 
removed. Then spread adhesive 
over the floor in the area to be 
patched, and insert the patch. 
Flatten the patch and the scams 
around it with. a small scam 
roller, available from flooring 
and wallpaper dealers. Place 
some weights, such as heavy 
books, over the patched area. 
Let the adhesive dry overnight, 
then apply seam sealer to the 
scams. 


Q. My picture window has a 
plastic reflecting film on the 
inside. I’d like to remove it; 

. What’s the best way? 

A. Fill a spray bottle with 
warm water and spray some on 
one comer of the film. Lgt the 
solution soak a bit, then loosen 
the corner with a razor-blade 
scraper (sold at paint stores). 
Keep spraying on and under the 
film while peeling and scraping. 
If the film is very’ stubborn, use 
the razor blade to cut it into sec- 
tions about a foot square. The 
smaller sections are easier to 
work with. 

If there is an adhesive residue 
on the glass after the film is 
removed, add a cup of ammonia 
to a quart of warm water. Spray ■ 
the solution on the adhesive and 
scrape. 

Often-asked question: The 
bricks of our fireplace are very 
dirty from smoke and soot. I’ve 
been unable to get them clean. 
Any suggestions? 

A. Stores that sell fireplaces 
and accessories generally sell 
special cleaners.

Parcells insisted, however, the consul- 
tant’s position would be a matter, of 
advice, not action, aod therefore not a 
violation of his contract with the 
Patriots. 

“I’m not allowed to partake in any- 
thing on. the field, and I am not under 
any illusions on that, and I will not have 
any final decisions on personnel,"

It was the third 
year in. a row that the average U.S. stock 
fund came up short of the S&P 500.

— -SATOOSErCSlifTTAP) — Apple 
Computer Inc. is expected to lay off as 
many as 3,000 employees and shed

AT&T pledges to provide 
bargain local phone rates 


WASHINGTON (AP) ^ AT&T, prepar- 
ing to break into the local phone business, 
will price service at or below local rates 
customers arc now paying, chairman 
Robert /Mien promised Tuesday. 

But the promise is conditioned upon 
AT&T’s r eceiving fnvrtrnhip d erisi ons by 
regulators and a federal appeals court, 
which is reviewing Federal 
Communications Commission rules for 
opening the $100 billion local phone market 
to competition. 

“That’s a big if,” responded BellSouth 
Corp. spokesman John Schneidawind. 

Allen asserted that competition for 
local phone service will make rates go 
down. 

"I don’t make thepledge cavalierly^ "Allen 
said at die National Press Club when asked 
'why tluTpublic should take Ids promise seri- 
ously. 

The average price for basic local phone 
service nationwide is about $19 a month. 
That’s the average price for dial tone and 
local calling and doesn’t include “add-on” 
services sudt as call waiting, call forwarding 
or Caller ID. 

“AT&T isbuilding a base for public 
expectation for lower local rates, liiat’s a 
good thing. But if AT&T doesn’t deliver on 
it — ; breach its promise — the public will 
hold them accountable, either losing confi- 
dence in the word of the company or aban- 
doning diem,” said Gene Kimmelman, co-' 
director of the Consumer Union’s 
Washington office. 

AT&T has asked regulators in all SO 
states for permission to provide local 
phone service, something the company 


hash’t done since its breakup in 1984. 

“Let me share a pledge with you. If and 
when AT&T is permitted to offer com- 
bined local and long-distance service 
throughout America,” Allen said. “We 
will offer those services at prices no 

tomers are paying'separntely for those 
services right now." 

Local Bell telephone companies, which 
must make service available to all cus- 
tomers, including low-income, insisted 
that once in, AT&T will simply skim the 
cream from their business — proride ser- 
vice only tq lucrative, high-volume, most- 
ly business, customers. 

Alle n reite rated the company’s support _ 
for universal local phone service. Asked 
later if that meant even serving poor cus- 
tomers, AT&T-Vico-President Gerry 
Salemme said, “We’re not trying to shy 
away from any customers.” 

AT&T’s local phone pledge hinges on; 

• The FCC reducing rates long-distance 
companies pay local Bell companies for 
beginning and ending long-distance calls. 

• A federal appeals court in St. Louis 
upholding FCC prices that AT&T and 
other potential local rivals would pay to 
lease pieces of the local phone network 
and to resell local phone service. 

Allen also repeated the company’s 
intention to pass along to long-distance 
customers any. savings' that might result if * 
the FCC reduces rates for access to local 
phone networks. But he didn’t commit to 
passing along savings that might result 
from proposed reductions in international 
fees AT&T pays foreign carriers.
